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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With respect to claim 1, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art 
because the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a method of NMR measurement 
comprising the steps of: tightly and helically wrapping a twisted-pair wire around a 
length of said inlet tubing forming a double twist thereto and; directly heating a sample 
liquid passing via said inlet tubing to said flow cell in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claim. 

b. With respect to claim 7, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art 
because the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for NMR measurement 
comprising: a twisted-pair wire tightly and helically wound around a length of said inlet 
tubing forming a double twist thereto and; means for causing a sample liquid to pass 
through the inlet tubing into the flow cell wherein the sample liquid is preheated directly 
prior to reaching said flow cell in combination with the remaining limitations of the 
claim.
